The Iroquois of course docked safely 
at New York, with its cargo of American 
refugees from the war zone in Europe.

It never was or would have 
been in danger for a moment from a war- 
ship of any of the other belligerents, This 
both the sender and the receiver of the 
message well knew. 

That Raeder intended to sink the Iro- 
quois is not likely. He could surely not be 
so demented, recalling the Von Tirpitz 
precedent and what followed. He evi- 
dently thought people in the United States 
could be got to take stock in the silly story 
that British or French ships were to at- 
tack the boat. He knows better now, for 
the canard got no credit in any quarter. 
United States destroyers were sent to 
meet the vessel just in case Raeder should 
try to give an air of verisimilitude to his 
bald and unconvincing narrative by stag- 
ing a»submarine attack or an explosion 
on board.

The Passing Show

An old proverb that Herr Hitler might write 
in his hat says, “Liars should have long 
memories.” His needn't be very long. A memory 
of one year might save him from ridicule and 
disbelief. In his speech to the Reichstag a week 
ago, he made great boast of the statement “I have 
never broken a promise.” Let 
us peruse the record for a few 
moments. Just a year before his 
most recent speech, Herr Hitler 
made another at the Sportspalast in Berlin. The 
Fuehrer was in buoyant form. Well might he 
have been, for he was being handsomely “ap- 
peased” by Premier Daladier of France and 
Prime Minister Chamberlain of England, with a 
gift of the Sudeten areas of Czecho-Slovakia. 
That meant much more than a third of the area 
of Czecho-Slovakia—it meant the delivery up of 
the Czech “Maginot Line,” the Skoda munition 
works and numerous subsidiary munition works. 
Overjoyed ,at the magnitude of the appease- 
ment, Herr Hitler said: 


HITLER AS A 
PROMISER 


“We confront the last problem that must 
and shall be solved, This is the last terri- 
torial demand I have to make in Europe.” 

He followed up this pledge with one ensur- 
ing the integrity of the Czech state, saying: 

“The Czech state no longer interests me. 
If you please, I give the guarantee, We do 
not want any Czechs,” 


It took him nearly three months to break 
that “guarantee” and seize the Czech state. 
a se a 
In the same speech, Herr Hitler made certain 
promises in regard to Poland, with which coun- 
try he had just concluded an agreement for 
border rectification. Said he: 


“We succeeded in arriving at an agree- 
ment which for the duration of ten years 
basically removes the dan- 

HIS PROMISE ger of any clash. We are 
TO POLAND determined, and also con- 
vineed, that this agreement 

will bring about lasting and continuous paci- 
fication. .. . We recognize this. We are two 
peoples. They shall live. One cannot 
annihilate the other. I recognize this, and 
We must see it; a state of 33,000,000 people 
will always strive for an outlet to the sea.” 


Less than a year, and Hitler's bombing 
squadrons blasted Poland from the map because 
Poland would not surrender its outlet to the sea. 
His pledge for ten years of peace, was followed 
by a campaign of incitement against the Polish 
people. Small wonder that the governments of 
Britain and France refuse to accept the pro- 
fessions of friendship and peace from a man who 
has systematically broken all his pledges. Hitler's 
career of broken promises betray a consistent 
technique of pledging friendship and peace to 
the nations he has marked out for speedy attack. 
Safer to e the open enmity of such a states- 
man than his false professions of friendship and 
peace,

Mr. Hart Gives a Lead 

Mr. John Hart's (British Columbia Minister 
of Finance) clear statement that British Colum- 
bia has abandoned its old claims to provincial 
rights for the duration of the war, that it will 
back the federal government to the limit in win- 
ning the war, is much more than a statement of 
provincial policy. It is a lead to the whole 
nation, 

No province in Canada has been more jealous 
of provincial rights than British Columbia, no 
provincial minister more vigorous in defending 
them than Mr. Hart. It was he who led the 
fight against federal encroachments at every 
interprovincial conference in recent years. It 
was he who quashed Mr. Dunning’s loan coun- 
cil scheme. 

When a government of this character and a 
man like Mr. Hart are prepared to lay aside all 
their ambitions, and sink everything in the 
common war effort of the nation, their attitude 
cannot fail to have a profound effect all over 
Canada. 

And Mr. Hart's statement comes at just the 
right time, when Quebec is plunged into a gen- 
eral election campaign on the whole issue of the 
nation’s war policy. We may expect to see the 
statement quoted and requoted by the opponents 
of Mr. Duplessis in the Quebec campaign as 
showing that provinces most insistent on their 
autonomy in peacetime are willing to sink it in 
wartime, confident that their rights will not 
suffer when the war is over. 

In effect, what Mr. Hart has done is to say 
to Premier King that British Columbia stands 
ready to do anything that Canada requires to 
win the war, without reservation. After that, 
the nation within itself can argue out the sep- 
arate jurisdictions of its national and provincial 
governments. But when the whole nation is 
challenged by outside forces, it stands as one, 
and postpones its private, family disputes. 

Mr. Hart has always been a public man of 
national stature. He has never served British 
Columbia and the nation so well as he is serving 
it now.—Vancouver Sun.

The Oberver, London (J. L. Garvin): We 
are as faithfully pledged to the cause of Poland 
as we ever were to that of Belgium. Now, as 
then, there can be no peace without restitution. 
After all, there are immortal examples. Despite 
the slavery and ravage of 1914 and onwards, 
Belgium is free today; as she would not have 
been—nor Holland, nor Denmark, either—if the 
German violation of the “scrap of paper” and the 
Schlieffen plan to break France for ever, had 
triumphed twenty-five years ago or later. 


Men Behind the Soldier 


Daily Express (London): Boxers must have 
trainers, seconds, towel-holders at their corner. 
And soldiers need civilians behind them. For 
every man in uniform there are ten or more men 
in dungarees, who work in the factories so that 
the soldier can fight at the front. Wars are fought 
between manufacturing plants. And that is where 
Britain has the power to hit hard and go on hit- 
ting. We have the best industrial plant in the 
world. We have, in proportion to our population, 
more industrial workers than any other country 
in this war. And the skill of our workers cannot 
be equalled. Don’t forget the army of the work- 
shops and the offices. The less they are troubled 
by needless restrictions on their life—the bigger 
Britain's war-effort in industry is going to be. 

Only on Those Terms 

News Chronicle (London): Britain and 
France, having once been forced to embark upon 
this war, are pledged and unshakeably deter- 
mined not to call it off until Hitlerism is finally 
smashed. Peoples and governments are abso- 
lutely united on that point. Britain and France 
are ready to make peace at any time—once they 
have carried out the jobin hand. The conditions 
of peace require the establishment of a decent 
and trustworthy German Government, the resti- 
tution of Czecho-Slovak and Polish independ- 
ence, the abandonment by Germany of all 
aggressive ai and disarmament. On those 
terms, the German people can have peace for the 
asking. But if the Nazis imagine that they can 
first break Poland and then do a deal with us, 
they are simply deluding themselves.

The pool representatives urged 
this not on the ground that the Bri- 
tish government is paying the 
equivalent of this price to British 
producers, but on the ground that 
the price of everything the western 
farmer has to buy has gone up and 
a price of from $1.15 to $1.18 per 
bushel would bring wheat into line 
with the price of other commodities. 
They did not urge the Canadian 
government to pay this price re- 
gardless of what the wheat could be 
sold for, but rather as a fair price 
to be charged to the British gov- 
ernment.
